The Rev. J. B. Thornton, Paa- 
tor of the Hope Congregational 
Church, St, Loui3, Mo,, and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of 
the University, delivered the 
Baccalaureate sermon to the grad- 
ates and a host of friends . His 
inspiring sermon was a tribute to 
the ivorl: of the University and to 
the op; ortiinitios it offers for 
Christian training, Brother Thorn- 
ton pointed out clearly that in 
our search for truth, we must 
realize that Christ is the trubh, 
not simply truth, or a^ truth, but 
in every sense of the* word, THE 
TRUTH. 

Pastor of the Moody Memorial 
Qhuroh of Chicago, Ur. II, A. Iron- 
side, likewise a member of the 
Board of Trustees of tho Univer- 
sity, brought the commencement 
address to the class of ’36, From 
2 Tim. 4:6-8, Dr. Ironside spoke 
on "Paul’s intimation of his own 
graduation and commencement" . 
"Though", he remarked, "Paul ms 
indeed a singing Christian, this 
passage is anything bub his ’Swan 
Song'". 

The spoakcr prophesied the 
growth of the University and sug- 
gested his desire to return in 
ton years to witness the results 
of that growth.
